An extremely severe thunder storm 
passed over Gettysburg, Inst Tliurs- 
day, going southward. 
In Frederick 
county, Md., the storm did great dam- 
age, with the loss of two lives. Wo 
learn the following ¡jftrticulars from 
the Emmitsburg Chromcle: The barns 
on W. W. Crapster's farm, almost iivo 
miles southeast of Emmitsburg, wore 
struck bv lightning between 2 and 3 
o'clock P. M. In a shed near tho 
barns, seven persons were engaged iu 
unloading wheat and packing it away. 
They were Clias. Horner, the tenant 
on the farm, and his three sons, Ste- 
phen, aged about nineteen, Howard, 
aged about 8 years, another younger 
boy and a daughter about seventeen 
years old, and two hired men, Samuel 
'Welty and Denton R(?ifsnyder, all of 
whom were knocked senseless by tho 
shock except Welty. 
Chas. Hurner, 
the father, and Reifsnyder being kill- 
ed outright. 
The building immedi- 
ately caught fire, and but for the time- 
ly efforts of Mr. Welty, all would have 
perished in the flames. 


Keifsnyder it was found had been 
killed outright, while Stephen had the 
skin burned on his right hand and 
arm, and across his body to the left 
side. 
Howard, the second boy had 
an arm broken, which was evidently 
done in falling, and the other boy was 
hurt about the face, while Welty and 
the girl seemed to suffer no inconve- 
nience, Mr. Harner's charred x'emains 
were gotten out of the ruins about 7 
o'clock, but he was burned beyond 
recognition.

A-S our country consumes neiu-ly ten 
pounds of coffee per capita, it is a pity 
not to have it made in the best manner,

that malaria and epidemics are avoided 
by those who drink a cup of hot coffee- 
before venturing into the morning 
air. 
Burned on hot coals it is a disinfectant fo| 
ft sick room.

sicians it is considered a j^oecilic in typhoid

Place in a well heated oven and baste 
as often as possible to keep the meal 
juicy; when well browned on top turn 
b o t t o m side up and brown that also all 
around. 


I allow about two hours for this piece, 
rt will be nicely browned and still rare at 
the heart. 
AYhen done place it on a 
heated platter and turn into a warming 
oven. Now prepare the gravy. 
Remove 
all the fat from the contents of the pan, 
Mix in a cup a spoonful of flour, with 
cold water, until smooth. 
Add ^to your 
contents of pan. 
Place on th& stove. 
Add a little salt, and allow to boi^antil 
¿mooth and quite a little thick, stirring 
constantly. 
It can then be strained or 
not, as desired.

The following extracts are taken from 
a paper read by Dr. G. H. Grimmell, be- 
fore the American Poland-China Record 
Association : 


»»There are a great many breeders and 
raisers of pigs, and each one has a road 
marked out tolerably well, and thinks, 
perhaps, that his way is the best. 


*'And now for me to try to tell this 
audience of intelligent breeders and ex- 
perts how to rear young pigs. 
First, 
quietness about their quarters, as few 
visitors as possible outside of persona in 
charge, feed for dam for flrst few days 
nothing but a little bran and water, a 
nicc clean bed of hay, not too much so as 
to heat or entangle pigs therein, bvit 
sufficient for comfort, with good sunlight 
on warm days, and a good ventilation, 
clean troughs and good hygienic surround- 
ings, with a good grass lot to run in aud 
out, pen to be occupied by dam, have 
pens and lots so as to admit those of the 
same age to the same run, 


**Increase the sow's rations as the pigs 
increase in age, by giving ground oats, 
bran and a small portion of oil cake, till 
the sow supplies milk for the litter, never 
feeding any sour sv»'ill to sow, as that will 
impair the young pigs' digestive organs, 
and you will have diarrha?a, white scours 
as called, from the deranged condition 
by the fermentation of sour swill, through 
the sow's milk, 


**When the pigs are large enough, I 
commence to encourage them by feeding 
in a separate trough, from the 
dam, 
sweet milk, soaked corn in small quanti- 
ties and oats, and as soon as they will 
take hold of same, I give them a liberal 
supply of ground oats, bran, oil cake and 
soaked corn, never losing a minute but 
to see if they are just loose enough to be 
good hearty caters at six weeks old ; by 
that time I have them learned to do with- 
out the dam, which I turn out, and leave 
them their old quarters to run in and out 
at will ; then I feed them just what they 
will eat clean from one feeding to the 
next, aud increase feed as their appetite 
increases and they digest the same, never 
allowing their feed to become sour, mix- 
ing my swill fresh morning and evening, 
which they relish with an appetite fit for 
a king. 
Always keep appetite good, 
bowels regular, clean quarters and above 
all allow no constipation in your pigs." 


TRAINING 
IIEIFEnS. 


The term *'breaking" as applied to the 
domestic animals has an unpleasant sig- 
nification, 
It indicates bad management 
forcibly remedied, 
A calf or a colt 
should be trained from its birtli, and it 
should be gradually led in the way it 
should go—the word *'educated" has pre- 
cisely the same meaning—by a constiint 
progressive course of kind and consid- 
erate treatment. 
A heifer calf should be 
weaned at its birth. 
If its natural in- 
stinctive proclivities are to be repressed 
and obliterated, this is the time to begin, 
before the germs of these have had op- 
portunity to grow into u habit. 
Hence a 
calf should not be permitted to suck the 
dum and should be taught to drink from 
a pail. 
Have a leather collar strong 
enough to hold it, with a ring sewn jn jt, 
and a rope with a snap hook to tie it with 
in the pen. 
Then it should bo handled 
(brushed is better) quite frequently, un- 
til it is used to it and makes no resistance 
but rather likes it. 
As it grows older its 
udder and teats should be rubbed and 
pulled as if in milking. 
This not only 
makes it docile, but it helps the develop- 
ment of tlio rudder and increases its

want of drainage. 


Without doubt any active fanner who 
will cultivate his mind as well as he culti- 
vates his fields may increase the profit of 
his fanning largely and at less outlay 
than in any other manner. 


Do you notice some of the chicks trail- 
ing their wings? 
Look out for lice. Ex- 
amine beneath the wings, on top of the 
head and about the vent. 
Look closely 
and you will find the cause. 


An acre of meadow that yields a ton of 
hay may give no 2}rofit, but if the yield 
be increased to two tons, it maj^ give ten 
or tAventy per cent, profit, according to 
the iryarket value of the land. 


Professor Samuel Johnston, Michigan 
Agricultural College, says: 
' 
should 
jjrefer to buy-Tvheat, bran, oil meal aud 
other commercial foods fo* cattle rather 
than commercial fertilizers." 


In setting hens for early chickens some 
think it best to set several wt the same 
time.

When 
I lauded on a garden fence near the 
hill it was nearly night. 
The 
flood, 
as nearly as I can remember, struck 
us at about a quarter to four o'clock. 
Such a night as I spent is beyond the 
imagination. 


The next day about 10 o'clock I met 
my brother-in-law, Ed. Mayhew, who 
l(»st six of his children. 
He told me 
that Rose was safe over in the fourth 
ward, and also my two nephews, whose 
mother, Mrs. Thos. Eck, was'losti This 
I expected, as she and her two other 
children were overtaken by the water in 
the room of her house; 
After 
finding 
Rose and expecting John safe on the 
bluff, (as I found out afterwards that he 
was overtaken in attempting to reach 
the house and%as barely washed out in 
time to escape a horrible death in the 
flames above the bridge) I was some- 
what consoled,but still in terrible agony 
in regard to the balance of the family. 
I wandered around from place to place 
until 4 o'clock, when Joe Staub came 
up to me and told me that all my fami- 
ly, with father and mother were safe ov- 
er on the south side of the city. 
He ex- 
cepted poor Harry. At first I could not 
believe him but he proposed to go with 
me to them we at once started and the 
meeting cannot be described. 
After 
consoling each other I found out that 
when I fell off the roof they all had giv- 
en up hoi)es of my escape as they saw no 
more of me after the roofs submerged 
me. 
Mrs. Weaver tells me they nearly 
lost their presence of mind when 1 dis- 
appeared. After leaving me they were 
carried through the heart of the town 
until they struck »Stoney Creek,which 
thoy followed until they reached the 
south sido of the town and then, by 
an eddy formed by the stfjne bridge, 
wcro drifted back among the drift in 
Kernville. 
They 
lodged 
against 
a 
large brick house and were pinned 
fast by a large frame house. The fam- 
ily tlien gut into tho brick houae and 
spent the night in a seeond-story room 
in a bed that had been llooded. They 
were wet and cold, and bad hardly 
any clothes on some of them. 
Toor 
Mrs, Weaver had her skirts and shoes 
torn ojr by tUo drift rolling u p o n the 
roof. Her arm was crushed in saving 
Angelo from being swept off the roof, 
just in the nick of time. 
Little lid, 
just caught him by the hand and sav- 
ed Jiim. 
Mack was knocked off the 
roof and his legs got fastened among 
the logs, j&c.

a 1 oating bouse struck tho drift in 
such a way that it reloased him and 
ho regained the roof again, with his 
logs terribly bruisod. 
Little Ernst 
was knocked off tho roof once and got 
behind but ho fought his way over the 
debris and rogaincd the roof almost 
pxhaustod. The brick house was about 
five hundred yards from tho shore 
and as tho town was a sea of water 
for several days after the Hood the 
family was taken from the house in 
boats about 10 o'clock next day. 
lif- 
ter finding the family we repairi^d to 
a house where we were together until 
the following M'odnosday when 
we 
wore all sent to tho Hospital in Pitts- 
burg, very much used up, in fact we 
are all still "under .the weather/' es- 
pecially Mrs. Weaver whose arm is 
improving very slowly. 
The doctor 
has füars of her arm remaining stiff 
for a long time yet, and i foar may re- 
main so diu'ing her life. T would have 
written ere this but my arms are so 
sore now that I can scarcely write. 
I 
fear that I will suffer pains all over 
my body the balance of my life, 
I 
don't think there was another man in 
the flood that exerted himself more 
than I did, as I was at the head of the 
trouble and had so short a time to 
save so many. Just think, Í 4 persons 
poor Harry and I had to put on the 
roof, in perhaps less than three min- 
utes time, but thanks to Almighty 
God that we were no more unfortun- 
ate.
